A BATTLE OF EXHAUSTION 


* No great decision, up to the present marks 
the second phase of the battle east of Arras. It 
ig clearly a question of exhaustion. Whichever 
one of the two contestants becomes exhausted 
first will be the defeated one. “=xhaustion is 


not necessarily confined to one factor. It may 
be in men or in gun_ power, and munitions. 
There is, however, in the midst of the gloom of 
the present week’s struggle a bright gleam and 
that gleam reveals superiority of the British in 
men, guns ‘and munition. The initiative lies 
with the British. 
the Germans to them, but the British aggres- 
sive is unlike the aggressives undertaken by 
the Germans. They aimed at a continuous ad- 
vance with Paris as the immediate object. The 
British aggressions have merely some local 
point a short distance away as the immediate 
object of the drive and when that point is 
achieved, there igs a pause to permit big guns, 
and men as well as supplies of munitions and 
stores being brought to the new line. It is ne 
cessarily for the present and possibly for many 
months to come a slow process but some day 
the British will reap the harvest of a German 
debacle. In view of the sometimes rapid but 
this week slow yielding of the Germans under 
British pressure. It is interesting to read Gen- 
eral Von Hindenburg’s declaration in an inter- 
view a few weeks ago, Speaking to the repre- 
sentative of the Spanish newspaper Van- 
guardia, the German popular hero said as fol- 
lows: 

The Western front was made so strong 
that it will withstand any attack. To-day we 
freely dispose of army reserves of a strength 
and readiness for battle as at no other time 
during the war, either for defence or for at- 
tack, at any point we please. Everything is 
2 part of a great-plan. :

SPAIN AT THE PARTING OF THE WAYS. 


Spain stands at the parting of the ways. 
German influence in that peninsula been 
strong since the very beginning~6f the war. A 
most expensive and extensive campaign has 
been conducted in the press favorable to the 
German cause, but as fast as Germany was ed- 
ucating through the press the people of the 
peninsula one way, her submarine warfare was 
educating them the other. Finally the situa- 
tion became unbearable. The pride of Spain 
was touched. Her government refused to sub- 
mit any further to warfare being waged a- 
gainst her shipping and her commerce without 
a declaration of war or any justification for 
one. Therefore the Romanones government 
wrote a note, which was published two or three 
days since, in which it declared that Spain 
would be compelled to protect her people’s lives 
as well as honor, if the practice of submarine 
warfare was continued against her commerce 
and shipping. The contents of the note were 
not made public and the first intimation of trou- 
ble was the fact that pressure was brought to 
bear through German influences to compel the 
Romanones government to resign. This was 
done and then the contents of the note became 
public. 

Count Romanones in an interview  pub-; 
lished in a Parisian newspaper states that his 
resignation was due to his conviction that 
Spain should join the Allies. He said the time 
had been reached when every conscientious 
man in Europe should take up his’ position. We 
have passed the stage of discussing doctrines 
and so far as he was concerned his, whole poli- 
tical career was at stake. He believed that 
Spain should join France and the Allies and if 
time proved that view to be correct, he . would 
re-enter public life, but if it was proven to be 
incorrect, he would remain in private life. 
Pointing to the example of the South American 
republics in aligning themselves against Ger- 
many, he says that Spain is now the only La- 
tin country not in alliance against Germany. 
Continuing be said: — 

“I was convinced that the’ era of notes 
had passed.

ARRAS. 


The battle of Arras which is distinctly a 
British fight on, French soil against the .Ger- 
mans, continues. There 
along the front in’ which slight local advant- 
ages here and there He with the enemy, but in

The name of 
Arras {s by common consent given to this bat- 
tle because it ig being fought only a few miles 
from the well-known little French city. The 
National Geographical Society of the: United 
States -in a bulletin issued a few days since, 
gives the following instructive information 
respecting the town of Arras: ) 
“Situated on the canalized River Scarpe, 
137 miles. north of Paris and 97 miles south 


of Brussels via the French Northern Railway| 
—it is the chief town of the Department of; 5119,000,000 to $320,000,000. 


Pas-de-Calais, and\ before the war was the 
most important grain market in Northern 
France. The surrounding territory is a fer- 
tile plain, with the Vimy Ridge some six 
miles to the north. 

“The history of Arras dates back _ be- 
yond’ the Christian era, when it. was the 
chief town of a Gallic tribe known as Atre- 
bates. It was then known as Nemetacum or 
Nemetocenna, but its present name {is _ de- 
rived from that of the tribe. Traces‘ of the 
Roman period have been found here, but the 
Vandals, who destroyed the place at the be- 
ginning of-the fifth centufy, did their work 
of obliteration almost completelys The man- 
ufacture of woollens was introduced here at 
an early date however, and the town began 
to thrive again. For some centuries this was 
one of the centers of tapestry weaving, and 
in England the term ‘arras’ was applied to all 
richly figured hangings. 

“During the French Revolution Arras 
suffered grievously, thanks to the cruelty of 
her native son, Joseph Lebon, who organized 
and directed the reign of terror here. Max- 
imilian Robespierre and his younger’ bro- 
ther Augustin were also born in this city. It 
is interesting to recall, in view of his subse- 
quent sanguinary career as a member of the 
Comniune and of the Committee of Public 
Safety, responsible for converting the streets 
of Paris into rivers of blood fed by the guillo- 
tine, that as a young man Robespierre — re- 
signed his office as criminal judge in Arras 
rather than sentence a guilty man to death,

Besides growing many vegetables 
for immediate ‘use the backyard 
garden should produce some veget- 
ables which can be stored for con- 
sumption during winter months. 
Some, of course, do not need to be 
planted as early as the plants which 
wore described last week. Possibly 
@ week should elapse from the time 
the lettuce is planted before these 
should be sown. 

BEETS, CARROTS, PARSNIPS, 
AND SALSIFY, These include the 
most important members of the root 
Vegetables. They are usually grown 
for winter purposes, though beets 
and carrots are relished by many in 
their earller stages of growth. All 
these demand practically the same 
attention. The seeds should be sown 
in straight rows at a depth of about 
three-quarters of an inch. When the 
plants have reached a height of two 
inches they should be carefully_thin- 
ned ont so that they stand, beets 
and parsnips three to four inches 
apart, carrots and salsify two or 
three inches apart. It will be found 
that the parsnips are very slow grow- 
ers, and for this reason it is some- 
i times advisable to plant a few seeds 

of lettuce with the parsnip seeds so 
that they will serve as a markér,The 
{young beet plants may be used as 
apring greens. It is necessary that 
the soll be cultivated at intervals 
during the summer months go ee 
the crops may grow. They do not as 
@ general rule require as heavy wa- 
tering as some of the other vegetable 
crops. In the fall the beets should

Superstitions and Customs. - ~ 

To the natives of Korea the world 
is populous 
volent beings who are ready at any 
moment to fall upon them in wrath, 
according to a statement :made by 
Dr, I, M. Casanowicz, assistant cura- 
tor of Old World archeology of the 
United States National Museum at 
Washington, concerning the para- 
phernalia of a Korean sorceress now 
deposited in the museum collections. 

Dr. Casanowicz says the Koreans 
belleve that these beings or spirits 
haunt every tree, mountain, and wa- 
tercourse; are on every roof, fire 
Place, and beam, and infest even 
their chimneys, living rooms, and 
kitchens; that they t them at 
home and waylay them when abroad. 
They seem to be everywhere at all 
times and make their lives miser- 
able. 

To their.influence the Koreans at- 
tribute every Ul, all bad luck, official 
malevolence, loss of power or posi- 
tion, and especially sickness, Tho 
natives divide these countless legions 
of spirits into two main classes: 
Demons, consisting of self-existent 
malicious spirits and spirits of de- 
parted impoverished persons who 
dled {n distress, and spirits whose 
natures are partly kindly, which in- 
clude the ghosts of prosperous and 
good people, but even the latter ap- 
pear to be easily offended and extra- 
ordinarily capricious, ~

ice is formed cach winter in the Kara 
Sea, which breaks up and melts dur- 
ing th» following summer, thus 
creating conditions dificult to navi- 
gation. These conditions, however, 
are Hable to great variation from 


yeur to year. According to Dr, Nan- 
sen, the distinguished Norwegian ex- 
plorer, who has carefully studied this 
question, only small quantities of Ice 
drift into the Kara’ Sea from the 
north/since this body of water is too 
land-locked and shallow to permit of 
extensive ice movements, The 
amount of ice adrift each year must 
therefore depend on (he quantity 
formed during the preceding winter 
This quantity may 
be determined by systematic observa- 
tion and investigation of conditions 
governing the formation of ice, it 
in therefore thought possible that 
with proper regulation the naviga- 
tion of the Kara Sea may be rendered 
possible for at least elght weeks 
overy year, 

‘To overcome the difficulties of na- 
vigation in the Kara Sea the Russian 
has established three 
Wireless #lations in this © region, 
which can {nform vessels as to ice 
Conditions Two of these stations 
command the two straits south of 
Nova Zembla that give entrance to 
the Kara Sea, waile the third is sit- 
uated at Mara Sale on the Yamal 
Peninsula at the eastern side of the 
Kara Sea, 't is proposed to equip 
these wireless stations with sea- 
planes with which to Investigate the 
state of the sea and the direction in 
which the ice Is moving. The con- 
struction of lighthouses, landmarka, 
and un adequate harbor in the north- 
ern part ofthe Yenisel to facilitate 
the exchange of cargoes betwe¢n 
steamers and lighters is also beifi 
considered.

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WHERE DOES RUSSIA STAND? ; 
PETROGRAD, April 28.—In an in- 


terview with the Associated Press today, 

the minister of justice made the following 

statement as to peace: 

“Russia wants peace on the terms 
proposed by President Wilson. The revo- 
Jution and entrance of the United States 

‘ into the war have somewhat changed the 
objects for which we are fighting. We 
want peace restored without annexation 
or indemnity, and favor a conference with 
the Allies to determine how this can be at- 
tained.” : 

+ Anyone who could read’ the foregoing dis- 
patch in Saturday’s papers without feelings of 
anxiety, not to say alarm, cannot be alive to 
the seriousness of the Russian situation. 

During the last two weeks, when the An- 
glo-French drive might have broken the Hin- 
denburg line, with the most serious conse- 
quences to the enemy, the public has read that 
the Germans brought large reinforcements 
from the eastern front to strengthen the de- 
fence, and however great the victories achiev- 
ed, it is certain that the arrival of fresh troops 
had the effect of checking for a time at least 
the German retreat, which might well have 
developed into a rout. 

The Russian official statements indicate 
no activity except artillery exchanges and skir- 
mishing. The Austrian statement recently 
spoke of having been “provoked” to shell ‘the 
Russians, which, as the papers pointed 
out, might be taken to mean that the Austrians 
were ready to “lay off” if the Russians main- 
tained a truce. The attempt has also been 
made by Austrians to make the Russians be- 
lieve that their enemies want peace. This 

"might be true, but it might also be a ruse 
soften the Russian attack. 

In Mesopotamia, the Russians have not 
been working in close harmony with the won- 
derful advance of Gen. Maude. The recent dis- 
missal of two generals from Mesopotamian, 
commands may solve this difficulty, and all of 
the indications that all is ‘not well for the En- 
tente in the new republic might be dismissed 
were it not for the bold and startling — state- 
ment that came from the lips,of the minister!

ETER THE GREAT'S claim te 
greatness rests chiefly on the 
fact that he saw clearly 
what Russia needed, and de- 

voted himself untiringly to supply- 

ing those needs. His methods were 
often unscrupulous; in meny in- 
stances they were very much Worse, 
and, in at least one, namely, the re- 
moval of his son, the unhappy Tsare- 
vitech Alexis, they were criminal and 
inhuman, Yet, in spite of it all, 

Peter had many notable qualities, 

His love for his country, revealing it- 

self in an utter determination to 

make her great, and to insure that 


in its passage through the time in 
which he lived, into a thousand un- 
lovely forms; but it was a real and 
abiding passion, and be subordin- 
ated everything to it.

A gentleman whe knows accurately the 
amount of express business being transacted in 
this city on the part of one express company 
and who has a general idea of what the other 
two companies are doing as well, made a recent 
statement to The Ontario that m. his opinion 
there was more whiskey being consumed — in 
Belleville now than was the case before prohi- 
bition went into effect. Another gentleman 
states that he saw more drunkenness here last 
ae Saturday night than he had ever seen under 
a license. There are plenty of men who assert 
they can buy a drink or a bottle of liquor here 
whenever they wish. There are others. who 
stoutly maintain that we have no such thing 
as prohibition and that conditions in regard to 
sobriety and the consumption of booze are de- 
cidedly worse than they were previous to Sep- 
tember the sixteenth, 1916. ; 

We do not think ‘that all these state- 
ments are true. In our,.opinion there was 
more liquor sold by one licensed shop here in 
the former days, without taking into account 
the sales by fourteert hotels, two other liquor 
stores and one licensed club, than is now con- 
sumed here altogether. 

But it is not our present purpose to dis- 
cuss the truth or accuracy of these  state- 
ments. We wish merely to say that we know 
positively there is a large amount of liquor 
coming into Belleville every day. It arrives 
here in a perfectly legitimate way. Most of it 
is consumed in a_ perfectly legitimate way.

No 
small part of it goes to the Provision j 
of free coffee—hot—coffee—at all 
jhours of day or night, for the men 
who are entering or heaving -the 
trenches, 

But it is when a battle is on that 
the Church militant peculiarly justi- 
fies its title. Where the wounded 
and dead are falling there you will 
find the “padres.” They are by no 
! means confining themselves to their 
spiritual functions. They are help- 
ing and Inspiring the stretcher- 
bearers the ambulance men the sur- 
feons.

Whole Island Engaged in Vad 


Ploughing Match, 


All Ireland appears to be engaged 
in one vast ploughing match, Ploughs 


are being drawn by every availabic|J 


type of animal, while men and wo- 
men yee never put their hand to a 
plough before have learned to do the, 
work in the submarine emergency. 
The Irish Department of Agriculture 
has thrown all its executive machin- 
ery into the effort to increase the till- 
age enormously and has obtained a 
decree under ‘the defence of the 
Realm Act making a certain mini- 
num percentage of extra tillage com- 
Pulsory on every farmer in Ireland 
holding more than ten acres of !and. 

This novel law requires that every 
farmer must till at least ten per cent. 
of the arable part of his holdings in 
addition to whatever amount he 
tilled last year, unless he is already 
cultivating filty per cent, of his 
land, In which case he is not obliged 
to do more, There are 350,000 hold-- 
inge to which this regulation applies, 
with an arable area of 14,500,000 
acres, = 

The departments county commit- 
twee, which have for years been or- 
fanized in every county of Ireland, 
have stopped all their work and put 
their experta and administrative 
Staffs on the sole work of food-pro- 
duction, They bave organized special 
committees In every parish and are 
mobilizing all the available supplics 
of seeds, manures, and implements. 
Machinery for saving labor is to be 
made to go/as far as possible by ua 
system of local exchange. 

Few people realize what a tremen- 
dous asset Ireland has been to Eng- 
land during the war as a reseryoir of 
food stuffs,

The Gordian Knot, 


As tho old Iegond goes, the father 
of Greek King Midas, once King of 
Phrygia, was originally a poor peas- 
ant.

On the hottest day in summer a 
flying man may be in the Arcthe re- 
gions In ten minutes by mounting to 
a height of 10,000 feet, just as the 
climber may pass through afl the 
shades of temperature by climbing 
Kilima-Njaro, that glant peak which 
rises above the snow-line from gsthe 
Equator, He commences with, che 
tropical jungle and ends amid eter- 
nal snow, 

The fact is that the temperature! is 
Invariably low at 10,000 feet and 
over, whether at the tropics or the 
poles, and it is quite likely to. be 
Jowest at the Equator. Airmen well 
know the Intense cold of those upper 
regions, and they need the rig-out of 
a Sbackleton if they would mount to 
20,000 feet above the earth's sur- 
face.. In fact, there Is little varla- 
tion of temperature in these upper 
reaches of the atmosphere. It is 
much the same ip summer as winter, 
except for the difference which a 
high wind makes. 

Even in the depth of a hot summer 
the airman will encounter forty de- 


grees of frost at 10,000 feet, and at py, 


twice that altitude a hundred degrees 
of frost—the temperature of the 
South Pole—is not unusual,

Professor Gadow de- 
scribes the habits of the gecko’ as 
follows: ‘In their native haunte 
they are very regular in their habits. 
Favorite. resorts of theirs are old 
olive or oak trees, the «rough and 
cracked bark of which affords them 
excellent places for hiding in. Hol- 
low trees are of course — preferred. 
Not a single specimen is seen during 
the morning hours, but when the sun 
has become broiling hot we become 
aware of fitting littlo shadows. which 
perk overt the trees" surface. These 
are geckos which have been basking, 
motionless, very dark gray, almost 
blackish, just like the color of the 
bark upon which the last season‘s 
wet moss has been scorched to a 
black cinder, It Is dificult to espy 
@ gecko while it is glued on to such a 
tree. Only the little beady. eyes be- 
tray it, watching you carefully, No 
thing appears more easy than catch- 
Ing that motionless thing. You put 
out your hand and it is gone; like a 
flash {t has moved a foot higher up 
or down, It does not seem to run; 
it glides along, dodging over to one 
side or the other of the.tree. To- 
ward evening the geckos become 
<lvely. One after another appears on 
the surface, upon a tree, or at the 
entrance of the Cave, and they all 
move abolt in their peculiar rushing 
jerks, Spiders, mosquitoes, fites, 
moths form their principal diet, and 
the hunting goes on well into the 
night. Those which take up their 
abode inside the house become al- 
most domesticated.

The ‘tly- 
ing dragons’ of the East Indies have 
WTog-like membranes shaped, very 
much like the wings of a butterfly 
when extended, supported by long 
extensiona of the ribs, and used as 
parachutes in long leaps from tree to 
tree, They are not much larger than 
a large butterfly, so that the fame 
‘dragon’ Is rather a misfit as to size, 
Another remarkable type ia the frill- 
ed Mzard of Australia, with very 
long, slender legs and tall and a 
large frill around the neck, which it 
erects when brought to bay. It runs 
ordinarily on its hind legs, the fore 
legs hanging down, the long tail bal- 
ancing the body, In shape the frill 
has an absurd resemblance to the 
great bony neck frills of the horned 
dinosaurs, and the long legs and the 
biped gait are also singularly-dike 
certain dinosaurs, It is said to reach 
a length of two or three fect. The 
quaint little ‘horned toads’ of the 
Western United States, too, suggest 
some of the extinct armored dino- 
saurs. The ugly, poisonous ‘gila 
monsters of the same region, bright- 
ly colored in orange and black, are 
well-known examples of -warning 
coloration, the: colors enabling the 
hungry bird or covete to recognize 
and avoid them. 

“The chameleons are found chiefly. 
in Africa, although they range into 
Spain and Indin as well. They are 
very odd and interesting lizards in 
thelr habits and color changes have 
been carefully watched and studied, 

ey are extremely slow and cau- 

tious in their movements. ‘° The 
changes in color are only partly pro- 
tective, chiefly related to the excite- 
ment or quiescence of the animal, or 
to. heat and cold, as war long ago 
stated by Linnwus. Some of the 
Madagascar » chameleons reach ‘a 
“length of two feet, but they are 
mostly only a few inches long.”

Somewhat against the will of the peo- 
ple. the island became tnvolved In this 
struggle and was Visited by.a massacre 
which appalled humanity. In 1822 the 
captain pasha appeared before Kastro 
With a powerful fleet ond landed an 
army of Moslems, who slaughtered in 
the space of two months no less than 
30.000 Chians, while 52,000 were sokl 
into slavery. The entire island was 
given over to pillage, and scarcely a 
village, church or convent was spared 
the Names. ‘ 

“These acts of ferocity did not go un- 

avengel While the Moslems were rav- 
aging Chios the islanders of Psara and 
liydra were planning an attempt on 
the Turkish Geet, which was lying In 
‘the outer harbor of Kastro, just off the 
Genoese citadel. The authors of this 
bold xtrike were Constantine Canaris 
and George Pepines. They arranged 
two brigs as fire ships and nned 
them with a chosen band of desperate 
men. * 

“The lights banging at the masts of 
the Turkish ships were so dim that 
the Chians were enabled completely to 
surprise the unsuspecting crew’ at 
midolght, The brig commanded by 
Cadaria immediately grappled with the 
captain pasha’s flagship and set ft on 
fire. Pepine was equally successful, 
and another battleship went up in 


flames. With shouts of ‘Victory to the: 


Cross!’ the old. time war cry of Byzan- 
tium, the Islanders escaped In a launch 
which they bad™in tow without the 
loss'of a single man, Practically the 
whole of the captain pasha’s feet was 
destroyed, and 2.300 Ives were lost. 

“There is an old Greck monastery 
about an béur's ride from Kastro 
Which Is a grewsome monument of this 
period. Its walls and alcoves are faced 
with the skeletons of the Chiang mas-

Familiarity with world politics and 
yet a keen dognite appreciation

That the British Crown is one of 
the potent bonds which keeps the em- 
pire together, was one of the state- 
ments of Mr. Rowell at the annual 
Commencement Exercises of McMast- 
er University. In the same speech he 
discussed the Russian revolution and 
the gravity of the present situation in 
that country. The abdication of the 








effect on the whole of Europe, but 
in the case of Great Britain, the mon- 
archy formed a binding tie between 
all, the nations of the empire. Parlia- 
ments in England, Canada and Aus- 
tralia were looked apon by the peo- 










selves, but the monarchy was a thing 
of common ownership. Mr. Rowell 
saw in the Russian revolution a vindi- 
cation of the fundamental principles 
of democracy, and in the conduct of 
the British uation under stress he 










the finest principles of \true democ- 
racy. 
One great triumph for democracy, 


the franchise to women. “A better 
day,” he said, “ls dawning for dem- 
ocracy, The sun of that better day is 
already rising above the hilltops and 
there are great hopes that autocracy 
is heing shaken from {ts foundations 
und that democracy is going to como 
into Its own.” 

At the University of Toronto, in the 
course of the lectures on “Citizen- 
ship.” Mr, Rowell™ emphasized the 
present food crisis and gave warning 
that famine would be felt in the world 
if production fafled,  It:was difficult 
to realize that the world had only 
*yough surplus food to.last for three 
months. “If the next crop is not a 
good one,” sald Mr. Rowell, “some 
people next year will suffer acute 
hunger. It is therefore thes duty of 
the people of Canada to use thelr en- 
ergics in the organization of our re- 
sources to mect the crisis.”

Bishop a herd of twenty-seven made 
ite bome about a hay-stack not far 
from a farmer's house, 
en eae aca 
Torpedo-Boat Destroyer, 

Everyone is familiar of course, 
with the ordinary torpedo boat, a 
swift vessel of from four to six hun- 
dred tons in displacement, carrying 
no defensive armor, but armed with 
tubes for discharging the deadly 
torpedoes, 

To counteract these wasps of the 
Bea, a type of vessel was designed of 
about double the size of torpedo 
boats, a little greater speed, and In 
addition to torpedo tubes, armed 
with rapid-fire six to twelve pounder 
guns, for the avowed purpose of de- 
stroying torpedo boats. Lately all 
the great nations have stopped build- 
ing torpedo boats, as originally de- 
signed, and are building torpedo- 
boat destroyers. 

Recent engagements have develop-

One was 
Nivelle; the other was Petain, They 
bad equal records. | Both shared in 
the glory of Verdun, and it was the 
Verdun action that the mind of all 
France was turned to when the abift 
in the high command was made. It 
was understood at that time that 
while Nivelle was willing to take 
commhnd of the French army on the 
same terms that Joffre had accepled, 
namely, that he should be subject to 
the War Council, a sort of executive 
of this advisory committee, Petain 
was not willing. He would accept 
the command, it was said, only if he 
were given full authority over all 
the armies of the Allies. He asked 
to be judged dy just one thing—the 
Buccess of his plans. If he falled— 
well, France could hang him, 

General Henri Philippe Petain isa 
discovery of Joffre's, as are Drac- 
tically all of the prominent RPrench 
generals to-day. In the first few 
weeks of the war most of the gen- 
erals who Bad established reputa- 
tlons were “scrapped” by Joffre, and 
men before then obscure were pro- 
moted to the important commands. 
Petain was on the retired lik when 
the war broke out—he js 61 years 
old—and-was known, in a compara- 
tively narrow circle, as a man of 
tremendous force of character and 
great technical knowledge. Joffre 
ordered him into harness and made 
him a brigadier-general. He took 
part in the terrible retreat from 
Charleroi in the early weeks of the 
war, and owing to the remarkable 
soldierly qualities he there displayed 
he was rapidly advanced until he be- 
came an army commander, 

He was second to Castelnau In the 
Verdun district when the plans of the 
Germansfor an attack were first dis- 
covered, and it ia said that it was Pe- 
taln who prepared the reception for 
them, the most: brilliant piece of de= 
fensive warfare in history. Castel- 
nau had discretionary powers, but it 
had been suggested to him that he 
should 4bandon the right bank of the 
Meuse. He and Petain agreed that it 
should be held, and the task of hold- 
ing it was given to Petain. So bril- 
Mantly did he succeed that he was 
given charge of the entire. Verdun 
defence, and it wak he who gave to 
France and to the world that magical 
message, “They shali not pass!’

Cockshutt declared that if $1.50 to 
$2.00 was a fair price for wheat in 
ordinary times, if $2.00 was a fair 
rice for potatoes, or 35 or 40 cents 
&@ pound was a fair price for butter, 
or 25 cents a fair price for cheese, it 
was no hardship on the farmer for 
this or any other Government to say 
that be d these prices owing to 
the exigencies of war, they cannot 
at the present time go, 

This strong ,Bospel suffered no 
dilution at the’ hands of A, K. Mac-

@ resolution to consider the abnor- 
mal increase in the price of flour 
which was introduced by Kyte ol 
Richmond, N.S. . Mr. Kyte sald that 
the wild speculation in wheat which 
took place last week accompanied by 
a sharp advance in the price of flour, 
was due to the miilers exploiting the 
Winnipeg grain niarket as a means 
of squeezing another profit out of the 
public, The flour, he sald, which the 
millers were selling fof fifteen dol- 
lars a barrel was made from wheat} 
which the millefs had had on hand 
for many months, and consequently 
the present price of flour had no 
basis in the present price of wheat. 
Furthermore, Mr. Kyte stated that 
the millers had enough cheap wheat 
on hand to provide flour for four 
months to come and that there wax 
absolutely no excuse for the swollen 
prices they were asking for flour. 

Getting right down to cases, Mr, 

Kyte asked why a Government, which 
could fix the price of newsprint 
Paper for fear of the newspapers, 
could not regulate the price of flour 
for love of the people at large. ‘ The 
remedy he suggested was that th 
Government commandeer al! thi 
wheat not now in the hands of th 
| farmers. They had talked about it + 
year ago and not longer than a few 
weeks ago had been suggesting the 
Price at which the wheat might bc 
sold to the British Government, Was 
it too much to.ask that the Borden 
| Government should bestir itself on 
behalf of the Canadian people in 
' general? 


Mr. Kyte demanded that the Gov- 
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ernment eliminate the speculative 
element from prices and that the peo- 
ple get thelr flour for actual cost of 
the wheat recelved by the farmer, 
Plus milling, transportation, and a 
reasonable profit for the miller. 

Mr. Kyte contrasted this neglect of 
the people's interests with the Bor- 
den Government's tenderness toward 
capital in its Business Profits War 
Tax. He characterized the tax of 50 
per cent. on profits over 15 per cent. 
and of 75 per cent. on profits over 
20 per cent. as a great bluff. No 
doubt it had been arrived at after a 
careful canvassing of what kind of 
tax would hurt the fewest rich 
friends of the Borden Government.

The trouble Is, however, that steel ts 
not now available In sufficient quan- 
tities for emergency purposes. Steel 
vessels, moreover, would cost twice 
as much as wooden vessels, and steel 
workers are needed for other work. 
Wood, on the other hand, can de 
had in almost unlimited quantities. 
The thousand ships will require 
about a billion feet of lumber. Last 
year the ‘American production,’ of 
lumber was 40,000,000,000 feet.

Just now Armageddon is holding 
the interest of students of operations 
in the Near East, for the British army 
in the Holy Land 1. steadily drawing 
nearly to it, and there are obvious 
considerations of strategy which 
make It the possible scene of a great 
battle. One has to rub his eyes as 
he studies the war maps of to-day, 
to make sure that what he sces there- 
on is real, and not romance. Pro- 
phets, fiction writers, preachers 
should be the ones to deal with 
these story-book places, and not 
sober journalists. It seems almost 
lke religious fanaticism for one to 
be‘ talking about an impending bat- 
tle at Armageddon. Yet, as the rail- 
road advertisement says “Look at the 
map.” 

British troops are now marching 
northward through Palestine. Their 
objective is the overthrow of the Syr- 
fan army, long commanded by Dije- 
mal Pasha, cnd now centering in the 
oldest living city in the world, Da- 
mascus. After the Syrian army has 


been dealt with, the British troops, 


which drove the enemy from the 
Sinai peninsula, thus making safe the 
Suez canal, will seek to effect a 
junction with the forces from Bag- 
dad, and with the Russian Allies 
from the Caucasus, <As the Allied 
soldiers converge upon Aleppo. 
which is the great railroad centre ap 
near the head of the Mediterranean, 
they will meet Increasing opposition, 
for they will be drawing nearer to 
the Turco-Teutonic base at Constan- 
tinople, which is the ultimate objec» 
tive of the operation, 

All this involves Armageddon, for 
two reasons. In the first place, the 
enemy are scarcely likely to sit in 
Damascus awaiting the arrival of the 
British, -The Syrian a: will 
doubtless try to Intercept the ‘foe at 
a convenient place. As the Turks 
would follow the railway from. Da- 
mascus, and as the British would 
also use the prolongation of the 
same rallway, which runs down 
through the middle of Palestine to 
Hebron and Beersheba, the collision 
will in all likelihood come on the 
railroad. But the Turks have to 
guard against a landing of the Allies 
at Halfa, which is a seaport of Da- 
mascus; so they would scarcely go 
below the old Haifa railway. 

If the foregoing two paragraphs, 
dry and technical though they be, 
have been followed, it is clear that 
the junction of the opposing forces 
will be nowhere else than the plain 
of Megiddo, or Armageddon, where 
the old Halfa railway to Damascus 
is joined by the new German railway 
down through Palestinc. Armaged- 
don is now a railway junction, on 
the route between Suez and Damas- 
cus, even as it was a meeting place 
of the great highways between Egypt 
and Assyria, in the days when Pha- 
roah, Necho, and Josiah, king of 
Israel, fought thereon. Because the 
East and the West met at Armaged- 
don this plain won its fame as a 
battleground of empire. It became a 
synonym for the place of decision. 

Twelve miles wide at its greatest 
width, and more than forty miles 
long measured from the Mediterran- 
ean to the Jordan River, the great 
plain of Meggido, or of Esdraelon, as 
it is more common:y called, is a rare 
battlefield, which soldiers from the 
days of the Pharaohs and the Caxsars 
to Napoleon and Lord Kitchener have 
Praised and utilized. , 

It is easily located on any Bible 
map, or other sketch of Palestine, on 
the border between the hills of Galli- 
Jee and the bills of Samaria.. Naz- 
areth, the boyhood home of Jesus, 
looks down upon it ftom Its northern 
edge. Mt. Tabor and Mt. Gilboa 
stahd sentinel at its eastern § gates, 
where it debouches into the deep 
valley of the Jordan River. To the 
west, along the sparkling Mediter- 
Fanean, crouches Mt. Carmel, its 
length more than a dozen miles and 
its crest so picturesque that it Is 
called “the mountain of a thousand 
valleys.” At the upper and western 
end of Carmel Hes the seaport of 
Halfa, predominantly German; and 
the successor to ancient Accre, or 
Ptolemais, famous in Roman and 
Crusader history. The site of Accre 
is at the other end of the Bay of 
Accre, which terminates Esdraclon 
on the west. At the lower and east- 
ern end of Carmel is the great head- 
land, overlooking the plain, upon

The reason for this large number 
of pro-German British is that théy 
are almost all Germans, born and 
bred, who acquired British national- 
ization either in England or in some 
of the colonies, in order to escape 
Mability to military service in Ger- 
many. Most of them left Germany 
specially for this purpose, and after 
residing on English soil for the 
minimum period requisite to natur- 
alization, they returned to the Fa-| 
therland and resumed their ordinary | 
life. The interned prisoners also in-} 
clude, their sons and grandsons, 
here are also natives of Austria, 
sermany, Switzerland, and Russia, 
who similarly acquired British citi- 
zenship. H 
There was much indignation! 
among these pseudo-British at the 
outbreak of the war when they sud- 
denly found themselves interned as 
were out-and-out Englishmen. There 
ware many protests, but the police 
replied that they had sheltered them- 
selves from military service under 
their alleged British nationality and 
must take the consequences, At 
first they were carefully distributed 
among the purely British prisoners 
for observation and espionage pur- 
poses, The Englishmen countered, 
with a boycott which eventually re- 
sulted in the separation of the two 
elements. 
| Whenever one of the pro-Germans 
asked for leave, the officer of 
day would say, “What regiment do 
you wish to join?” In the end about 
300 voluntecrs for the German 
army were obtained from the caup. 


The Policy of Trust. 
Few incidents have illustrated 
more forcibly the enormous strides 
made by South Africa towards set- 
tling its great “native question” than 
the recent appointment, by General 
Botha, of Cetewayo's grandson to 
the position of Government adminis- 
trator for the Zulu tribes.

induce him to consent to the be- 
trothal of Mary, infant Queen of 
Scotland, and the Dauphin of France. 
In 1864, Napoleon III. made a new 
creation in favor of the Duke of 
Hamilton, whose father married 
Napoleon's cousin, Princess Mary of 
Baden. An amusing story is told of 
a former duke who combined Hamll- 
ton, Brandon, and Chatellerault -as 
“Ham, Bran, and Chat" in his sig- 
nature, and received a~communica- 
tion from a tradesman addressed: 
“Messrs. Ham, Bran and Chat—Dear 
Sirs.”

The War Study Soclety, of Copen- 
hagen, estimates the total loss of bel- 
ligerents in dead, wounded, and sick 
at 19,228,800, and counts about 
6,000,000 missing: Each soldier re- 
presents on the average a family of 
five persons, so that the war has 
brought personal distress to a popu- 
lation greater than that of the Unit- 
ed States.

Volcanoes Are Harnessed,

This 
sensational use of subterranean heat 
is reported by Prof. Luigi Luiggi, of 
the University of Rome, Italy. Ac- 
cording to Prof. Lulggi, volcanic 
steam now operates threo 3,000-kilo- 
watt steam plants at Larderello, in 
Central Tuscany, where numerous 
cracks in the ground" permit power- 
ful jets of superbeated steam to

thirty-five centuries, has recorded so 
Many. changes of. sovereignty in 
which the Israelite, (he Assyrian, the 
Persian, the Egyptian, the’ Roman, 
the Greek, the Moslem, and the 
Frank have had their place, Jew, 
~ Pagan, Christian, and Ottoman have 
in turn played the part of besieged 
and besieger, and it Is now exactly 
four centuries sinve the old walls 
were last threatened, for it was in 
1517 that the Egyptian sultans were 
driven out by the Ottoman Turks, 
who then ‘captured the city. It {fs 
doubt{ul if any <clty of like or even 
comparative importance has passed 
the perfod since the invention of 
gunpowder (1354) amid such im- 
munity from the roar of hostile guns. 

The defense of the city; designed 
of course for earlier methods of war? 
fare, comprise the ancient, walls, a 
series three in number, and none, it 
is evident, capable of resistance to 
modern weapons, The last of these 
defences, constructed by Agrippa 
about ten years after the Crucifixion, 
is hardly better defined than either 
of its predecessors; and none of them 
‘ can afford more th ategic line 
to be strengthened by earthwords for 
, the emplacement of howltzers or 
| other heavy guns, if it be assumed 
that the Turks possess such weapone 
and have them at hand. 

Topographically, however, Jerusa- 
lem should be capable of being put 
into condition for prolonged defence. 
The city possesses five notable hills 
within its limits; it is surrounded 
on every hand by fairly deep valleys, 
the most noteworthy being the valley 
of Kedron which lies between the 
elty precincts and the Mount of 
Olives, lying to the east, and from 
which descends the road to Bethany. 

The heights of the Mount of Olives 
only.slightly exceed in elevation 
those of the five hills within the city, 
the highest of which is Mount Zion, 
standing at 2,529 feet above the sea 
devel and overtopping the surround: 
ing Valley of Hinnom by exactly 500 
feet, while Mount Moriah, a little 
farther to the east, rises nearly 300 
feet above the Valley of Jehospha- 
phat." 

The most practical of all the en- 
deavors to modernize and ameliorate 
the conditions of Hfe in Jerusalem 
are those projected and Snanced 
under the leadership of a pbilan- 
thropic American, Nathan Straus, 
whose enterprises embraced not only 
the establishment of beneficient char 
ities but also undertook the develop 
ment of industrial activity suitable 
to the environment.

Since the war began the Grand ¥ 
refused the Russian throne after the 
abdication of his only brother, Czar 
Nicholas If. of Russia, has become a 
national hero. Before that he was 
an exile: from his native land, living 
fn England for the sake of; the wo- 
man he had refused to bind to him 
by any tie except that of an honor- 
able though morganatic marriage, 
the Countess Natalie Scheremoter- 
sky, who had been divorced from 
Captain Woulfert, a Russian officer. 
Grand Duke Michael is 39 years 
of age, the second son of the Czar H 
Alexander II.. Unassuming,  kind- 
hearted, appreciative of talent, for 
many years he was acquainted witb 
the first minds of many lands. He 
was always greatly attached to hie 
mother, the Dowager Czarina, Queen 
exandra’s sister. 
In October 15, 1911, when he was 
33, and his bride two years younger, 
he shocked the most sacred tradi 
tions of the Russian court by marry- 
ing the lady of his choice, a\beat- 
tifal, intelligent woman, whose fidel- 
ity to her royal husband has. since 
won the respect even of his family. 
As a result he was not deprived of 
rank or honors, ‘but merely of his 
regimental command, while the ad- 
ministration of his estates was put 
in the hands of trustees. In teat he 
the Czar cdncelled the ukase which 
made him regent and guardian of the 
Cearevitch in the event of Nicholas’ - 
death, 
As a result he retired to England,

German Food Cards, 

One must have cards for bread, 
butter, meat, fruits, potatoes, fata, 
sugar, milk, creams, and eggs. Mea! 
iz allowed five times a week; butter 
or fats twice a week; eggs, one to 
each person per week; bread, veget- 
ables, and fish are to be had every 
day. The bread’ cards have little tabs 
on them, each calling for twenty-five 
Srams of kriegsbrot (war bread). 
Each tab is good for a slice of bread 
or two tabs for 2 roll. Meat cards 
are good for a slice and a half, or 
7S grams, of meat. On Tuesdayr 
and Fridays there is no meat to be 
had, but on these days butter is al- 
lotted. Fats for frying can be had 
on Mondays and Thursdays. Thin- 
skimmed milk and small particles of 
saccharine have taken the place of 
cream and sugar. 

Every family {s given a card, stat- 
ing the quantity of food allotted to 
it, secording to ita size. These cards 
are used on stated days at the var 
fous markets. Every family bas a re- | 
gular day for purchasing its market 
supplies for the week. This regu- 
lates the butcher’s supply and pre- ' 
vents him being loaded up unneces- | 
sarily. He, in turn, is obliged to!

Where I¢ Is Cold, 

On the hottest day in summer a 
fying man may be in the Arctic re- 
gions in ten minutes by mounting to 
a height of 10,000 feet, just as the 
climber may pasa through all the 
shades of temperature by climbing 
Kilima-Njaro, that giant peak which 
rises above the snow-line from the 
Equator. He commences with the 
tropical jungle and ends amid cter- 
nal snow, 

The fact is that the temperature is 
invariably low at 10,000 feet and 
over, whetber at the tropics or the 
poles, and it is quite HMkely to be 
lowest at the Equator. Airmen well 
know the intense cold of those upper 
regions, and they need the rig-our of 
a Shackleton if ‘they, ,would mount to 
20,000 feet above the earth's sur- 
face, In fact, there ts little varia- 
Uon of tomperature in these upper 
reaches of the atmosphere. It Is 
much the same in summer as winter, 
except for the difference which a 
high wind makes, 

Even In the depth of a hot summer 
the airman will encounter forty de- 
grees of frost at 10,000 feet, and at 
twice that altitude a hundred degrees, 
of frost—the temperature of the 
South Pole—is not unusual.

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REAL FOOD CONTROL. 
Effective food control does not mean 


simply fixing the price to the consumer. It 
- «means fixing the remuneration to be paid to 
= everyone engaged in the production, manufac- 
‘ ture, storage and. distribution of food. The 
>. farmer is entitled to his pay,'so is the railway, 
i the cold storage man, the miller, the baker, the 
merchant. But each must be paid for real 
"work. not for’ mere speculation. And if that is 
Gone there need be no injustice to anyone, no 
false accusation against anyone, no wrangling 
between producer and consumer. 

‘With wheat at $3 a bushel, there is a ten- 
dency to blame the farmer. But who holds the 
wheat of the crop of 1916? Mr. J. Lambert 
“Payne, in a letter to the Ottawa Citizen, says 

_Aitat the farmers of Canada parted with 80% 
- of their wheat Jast year before the price pass- 
ed $1.60 per bushel. When the middlemen had 
Obtained possession of. this wheat, the price 
began to rise: ~

market, but one of the closest corporations 
on earth..

Our losses during 
the Mons retreat may be put at about 60, the 
great majority of which were’ at the glorious 
defeat ‘of Le Cateau. Afterwards, the guns 
which we haye lost could be counted upon 
the fingers of one’s hand. There were two 
at the La Basse action in October, 1914, four 
heavy guns in the poison gas action of April 
23, 1915, and possibly one or two at different 
times, but the total certainly could not ex- 
ceed 70. : 

Against this, we have up to date taken 
about 200 in the present fighting, and 140 in 
the fighting on the Somme. Eight were tak- 
en in the Battery L action and four by the 
cavalry next day. Six were taken by the Lin- 
coln3s on September 9, and about a dozen 
others, mostly disabled, during the Marne re- 
treat; Twenty-one were taken at Loos, 

. Altogether, our total amounts approxi- 
mately to 400 guns, as against 70 which we 
have lost. 

It would be well if some prominence 
could be given to such figures in those neu- 
tral countries where it is not yet understood 
that the German soldier has found hig mas-} 
ter. The superstition of Prussian suprem- 
acy never rested upon any very firm basis, 
and now it has been destroyed forever. 

Sir Arthur Conan Doyle's conclusion is 
that “giving our enemies credit for all the mil- 
itary virtues which they undoubtedly possess it 
has none the less been clearly shown that 
brave slaves led by clever fiends can and will 
be beaten by freemen led by gentlemen.” This 
epitomizes the difference between the German 
military systm and the New Armies of Britain 
and her daughter nations, raised largely by 
voluntary means, who fight with the’spirit and 
enthusiasm of men vindicating a great cause. | 
We are proud to be able to say, on the _testi- 
mony which comes from all sides that our own 
Canadian soldiers excelling, as Phillip Gibbs 
says, in “certain grim qualities of spirit which 
make them terrible in attack and strong to en- 
dure,” are second to none among all the great 
forces of the Aillied nations. ;

{ Artificial Milk in England. 





The science of substitution is be-j 


leoming a great factor in modern in- 

dustry. In England an artificial 
milk is being manufactured which Is 
claimed to be both wholesome and 
inexpensive, so that now the market 
is not wholly dependent upon the 
product of the cows. The artificial 
milk, says The Popular Science 
Monthly, is made from peanuts, soya 
beans, sugar, water, and mineral 
-salts. About four hundred grains of 
potassium phosphate or an equival- 
ent of sodium phosphate is dissolved 
in two hundred pints of water at 176 
degrees Fahrenheit, Enough sugar 
is added to give four and five-tenths 
per cent. to the finish product. Forty 
pounds of meal prepared from the 
nuts and beans is stirred in. The 
solution {s boiled in a steam-jacketed 
! pan; then it Is subjected to the oper- 
; ation of a vacuum pan, and lastly it 
‘is treated with a culture of lactic 
bacteria until the required acidity is 
obtained. After it is pasteurized and 
tooled a small percentage of citric 
acid is added. 

The milk thus produced may be 
condensed and sold in cans, or dried 
and powdered, or sold as a liquid in 
bottles.” The addition of nut fais 
will give a certain proportion of 
eredm. By using sufficient lactic 
bacteria the product may be cultured 
to give a table cream or a soured 
masa for making cheese.

Reml, the people who made yvolun- 
tary submission to Rome, and earned 
the special favor of their conquerors 
by their fidelity throughout 
many Gallic insurrections which 
marked the early days of the Roman 
occupation.

with the rest of -he world, enjoyed 
the benefits of the pax Romana; but, 
with the decay of the Empire and the 
steady withdrawal of the Roman 
legions, its troubles began. The Con- 
‘sul Jovinnus, an influential supporter 
of the new faith established by Con- 
stantine, repulsed the barbarians who 
e in ‘336; but, 





captured the town, and Attila, the 
Hun, afterwards put it to fre and 
sword. It was rebuilt, of course, for 
the burning of cities in those days 
‘were regarded as almost necessary 
incidents in their histories, and in 
496 Clovis, some time after his great 
victory at Solssions, was baptized at 
Rheims. Soon afterwards the won- 
derful legend of the sacred phial of 
cil, which was believed to have been 
brought by a dove from heaven for 

baptism of Clovis, began to find 
acceptance, The phial was preserved 
in the Abbey of St. Remi, and the oil 
from it came to be used for the con- 
secration at Rheims of the kings of 
France. It was here, with oil from 
the sacred phial, that Joan of Are 
|caused Charles VII. to be consecrat- 
ed, in 1429. 

By the tenth century, Rheims had 
become a centre of intellectual cul- 
ture. The famous Archbishop Adal- 
beron, aided by the monk Gerbert, 
founded at Rheims schools where 
“the liberal, arts” were taught, 
and to the achools of Rheims the 
poor clerk from far and near found 
his way as surely as to any and every 
seat of learning, anywhere, which 
offered him food for thought. So, as 
a place of learning, as the seat of the 
premier Archbishop of France, and 
as the holy place of the French 
monarchy, Rheims waxed in import- 
ance, Its progress, however, was 
anything but peaceful. In the four- 
teenth and fifteenth centuries the 
possession of the city was long in dis- 
pute between the French and the 

lish, and in the days of the “Ca- 
tholic League,” during the closing 
years of the Sixteenth Century, 
Rheims experienced all the vicissl- 
tudes of the struggle between tho 
League and Henry of Navarre. It 
sided with the League, but submitted 
finally to Henry, after the Battle of 
‘Ivry, In 1585. During the foreign 
invasions of 1814, Rheims was taken 
and retaken; whilst in 1870-1, it 
Was made, by the Germans, the © seat 
of a Governor-General, and “impov- 
erished by heavy requisitions.” 

In the Rheims of to-day, in spite of 
all that the German guns have done, 
the-outstanding feature is the great 
cathedral. Before the war, it stood 
easily head and shoulders above the 
rest of the town, and its two great 
towers, albeit scarred and shot-rid- 
den, still rear themselves 267 feet 
abave the street below. As for the 
remainder of the old landmarks, the 
Mars Gate, the archiepiscopal palace, 
the celebrated Church of St. Remi, 
and many others, there is scant re- 
tord as to how they have fared.

Privileges of Consuls, 





Consuls do not occupy the same work of facilitating the return of 


| favored positions .as diplomatic 
agents in the eyes of international 
law, Their business is not with af- 
fairs between state and state, but 
with protecting the interests of indi- 
Viduals ina foreign country. Thus, 
though they enjoy several of the im- 
munities of a public Minister, they 
do s0 as a courtesy, not as a right. 
All civilized custom, however, se- 
eures them a safe-conduct, and their 
papers and in many cases the consu- 
lar buildings are held inviolable. In 
practice, though not by law, conshls 
themselves are not subject to arrest, 
save for serious crime, ahd this ex-.

CITY WITH TWO CALENDARS. 


Moslems and Christians at Khartum 
and Omdunnuno. 

Khartum offera the’contrast of two 
religions—that of the mosque and of 
the cathedral, of the Crescent and of 
the Cross, the standards of the pro- 
phet of Mecca and of Jesus Christ. 
The city has two calendars, dating 
one from 622 A.D., and one from the 
birth of our Saviour. Outside Khar- 
tum, in the vast Sudan, Islam stil! 
scems to be chiefly a veneer, says the 
Christlan Herald, and the negro 
blood carries with it a characteristic 
Jovial friendship and responsiveness 
to kindness; but in Khartum and 
Omdurman Islam is ‘stiffening and 
deeponing Its grip on the people. 

Gordon College and the. primary 
schools connected with it in the Su- 
dan, although they are Mohamme- 
dan schools and observe Mohamme- 
dan holidays and teach the Koran 
and Moslem ethics, have nevertheless 
been a great stimulus to education. 
The children are eager"to learn, and 
statistics which [ have gathered 
show a great increase in the imports 
of paper and printed matter. In 
1914, for example, the total value of 
books, mostly Moslem, imported into 
the Sudan was £6,062, The follow- 
to, £7,714. 
Only a very small proportion of this 
consists of Bibles for the British and 
Foreign Bible Society or school books 
for the mission schools, Nine-tenths 
of it is Moslem literature, ! 

Khartum means elephant’s trunk,} 
and may well designate that lon! 
strip of land which separates the tur-: 
bid waters of the White Nile from 
the clear and more rapid streams 
that come from the mountains of 
Abyssinia. Across the White Nile 
stretches the straggling, ancient der- 
wish capital, Omdurman, with a pop- 
ulation of over 60,000; and it is 
Practically a part of Khartum, as 
Brooklyn 1s of Greater New York. i 

The quays, streets, gardens, and 
public buildings present~the picture. 
of a civilized town, as regular-and a! 
good deal more ambitious than some 
metropolis in the growing West. The 
majority of the streets are wide, 
macadamized and lined with beauti- 
ful trees. There is an excellent sys- 
tem of lighting, and tramcars con- 
nect Khartum with the suburbs, from 
Gordon College on the east to Om- 
durman on the west, as well as with 
North Khartum across. the Blue Nile.

Wild Beasts in the Crimea. 

One of the most remarkable sights 
in Russia is thé Acciimatisation 
Park in the Crimea. This‘ belongs 
to a-wealthy landowner, M. Pfals- 
Fein, and has been in existence since 
1889. Situated among the sunlit 
steppes, it arose simply out of the 
love of M. Pfalz-Fein for the animal 
creation. _ It now extends over an 
area of about one hundred and ninety 
acres, to which are joined some fur- 
ther forty acres forming a luxuriant 
botanical garden. The park is not 
a “Zoo.” The animals there are not 
exhibits, but inhabitants, whom the 
pwner is trying, with great succeas, 
to acclimatize. It is therefore some- 
thing like the Yellowstone Park in 
America on a small scale, acting as a 
nursery and as a preserve for rare 
specimens, /It is not a place for 
animals like’ seas or tigers, impos- 
sible of domed ication. Perhaps the 
wildest specimen in the park among 
the animals is the bison, and among 
the birds the monk-vulture; but they 
toe have become tame, and the bison | 
1a almost domesticated. The birds in 
the park are as numerous as they are 
beautiful,

It is plain that those who now con-

It is a German siew that the disor- 
ganization incident to the revolution 
may prevent Russian interposition 
for many. months, but a similar result 
had already been achieved by the 
treachery and treason of those who

A “White Australia.” 

When the war began, Andrew 
Fisher was Prime Minister of the 
Commonwealth of Australia, With 
declaration ‘that his country 
stood with Britain “to the last man 
and the last shilling,” Australia 
started ber career as a Pacific ocean 
power, And Australia Is bigger in 
territory, than Continental United 
States, although her population is 
less than that of Greater New York. 
She now has 300,000 .men under 
arms * Her efficient young navy al- 
ready has rendered signal service. 

Before the war, the Common- 
wealth firmly and passionately stood 
by,® great national policy—‘White 
Australia!’ Australians of all class- 
es and political affillationa regard 
that policy much as Americans re- 
gard the Constitution. It is their 
most articulate article of faith. The 
reason is not far to seek. The Com- 
monwealth is the most sparsely popu- 
lated of all the civilised countries of 
earth; it has about one-and-e-balf 
persons to every square mile, And 
the Commonwealth has . windows 
looking out upon Asia with its teem- 
ing millions, for whom some outlet 
would seem an imperative and im- 
mediate necessity. China (and de- 
pendencies) has, on the average, 82 
persons to the square mile, Japan 
(and dependencies) over 273. Or, 
take it another way: Australia has 
5,000,000 people; China, 320,650,- 
000; “Japan, 71,921,775, | “White 
Australia’ was all that hindered 
swarming all over the 
island contibent in overwhelming 
mumbers. If .the integrity of the 
country were to be preserved, if the 
land were to be kept for the unre- 
stricted development of an English- 
speaking, white democracy, Hindus, 
bea te and Japanese had to be ex- 
cluded. : . 


A Polish Astronomer, 

Koppernigk was a noted Polish 
astronomer, who is known by the 
Latinized form of his name, Coper- 
nicus. He was born in Thorn, Prus- 
sia, in 1473. After years of mathe- 
matical and astronomical study and 
investigation he began in 1507 his 
famous “De Revolutionibus Orblum 
Caelestinm,” whick he completed in 
six books in 1530. He hesitated 
about publishing the work because 
of religious scruples when friends 
said its deductions were at variance 
with the Scriptures. When he finally 
published it in Nuremberg in 1543 
he dedicated it to Pope Paul Ill, His- 
tory says that Copernicus died a few 
hours after he saw the first copy. 
‘This work describes at Jength what 
is now known as the Copernican 
System, the foundation of which is 
the theory that the sun {fs in relation 
to the planets at rest with the plan- 
ets révolving about it. He was'not 
the first to advance this theory, but 
was the first to contribute such’ a

A ufacturer 
who was attending the bit. was 


In these early years, Peter, who as heard 


a child was joint Tsar with his bro- 


ther Ivan, shared the many troubles 


of his family; but when he became 
sole Tsar, as he did in 1694, he took 
beth himself and his country vigor- 
ously in hand. He began with a 
great military adventure, an expedi- 
tion against the Turks at Azov. it 
ended in disaster; but when Peter 
returned defeated to Moscow, in the 
November of 1695, it was witha 
grim determination to wrest victory 
out of defeat, He went right down 
to the root of the matter. He sent 
to Austria and Prussia for as many 
sappers, miners, engineers, and car- 
penters as money could procure, and 
when they.all came, a great army, 
Peter lived amongst them, the*most 
strenuous and hard working of them 
all, in his little hut at  Veronas, 
building a new Russian armada. The 
next scene in the drama is when the 
Russian fleet blockaded Azov from 
the sea, and Peters’ forces retrieved 
his defeat on land by capturing the 
fortress.~ 
Peter now felt himself at last firm- 
ly established; but it was necessary 
for him to safeguard the future. 
was too formidable a foe to 

be attacked singlehanded, so he de- 
termined 'to send a grand embassy 
to the principal Western Powers to 
pecure thelr co-operation against 
Perte. To this embassy, which set 
out on March 10, 1697, Peter attach- 
ed himself as a volunteer sailor, 
“Peter Mikhailov," in order that he 
might have every facility for learn- 
ing shipbuilding. Politically, the 
mission was a failure; the Western 
potentates were not much interested 
in Eastern affairs; but ‘personally, 
Peter gained from it all that he most 
needed. He learned gunnery at 
Konigsberg, shipbullding at, Saardam 
and Deptford, engraving at. Amster- 
dam, and he returned to Moscow con- 
vinced, beyond a shadow of doubt, 
that the one abiding error in his 
country’s ways was conservatism. He 
launched his first attack on this con- 
servatism against externals. On the 
26th of April, 1698, he gathered to\ 
gether some of bis chief boyars in 
his wooden hut at Peobrazhenskoye 
and, with his own hands, deliberate- 
ly dipped their beards and mous- 
taches, Later on, a special ukase 
forbade the wearing of ancient cos- 
tumes, and prescribed the Saxon or 
Magyar jacket, and French or Ger- 
man hose, That was in 1700, and 
the next year Peter entered upon bis 
desperate struggle with Sweden for 
the hegemony of the North. In the 
end he secured the pick of the Baltic 
provinces, and established himself 
securely in- his new capital <of © St. 
Peteraburg, on the banks of the 


jeva. 4

Roman, in the century before the 
Christian era, the town known to the 
‘Ronfans by the name of! Durocortor- 
um.was a place of importance. It 
owas, in fact, the capital city of the 
Remi, the people who made volup- 
tary submission to Rome, and earned 
the special favor of their conquerors 
by thelr fidelity throughout the 
many © Gallic’ insurrections which; 
marked the early days of the Roman 
occupation. During the centuries 
which followed, Rheims, in common 
with the rest of he world, enjoyed 
the benefits of the pax Romana; but, 
with the decay of the Empire and the 
steady withdrawal of the Roman 
legions, its troubles began. The Con- 
sul Jovinnus, an influential supporter 
of the new faith established by Con- | 
Btantine, repulsed the barbarians who ; 
invaded Champagne in 336; but, 
some seventy years later, the Vandals 
captured the town, and Attila, the 
Hun, afterwards put it to fre and‘ 
sword. It was rebuilt, of course, for 
he burning of cities in those days 
‘were regarded as almost necessary 
incidents in their histories, and in 
496 Clovis, some time after his great 
victory at Soissions, was baptized at 
Rheims. Soon afterwards the won- 
derful legend of the sacred phial of 
oll, which was believed to have been 
brought by a dove from heaven for 
the baptism of Clovis, began to find 
acceptance.

| By the tenth century, Rheims had 
become a centre of intellectual cul- 
ture. The famous Archbishop Adal- 
beron, aided by the monk Gerbert, 
founded at Rheims schools where 
“the Mberal aris” were taught 
and to the schools of Rheims ths 
poor clerk from far and near founé 
his way as surely as to any and every 
seat of learning, anywhere, whic&d 
offered him food for thought.

Segitera Temple, in the province 
of Ise, Japan, is the scene at a cer- 
tain period in each year of a pe- 
cullar rite dedicated to the worship 
of Acalanatba, the faithful servant 
of Buddba. The rite is known as a 


“homa”—or “burning.” Buddha 
taught that the cause of suffering fa 
desire, and therefore the priests of 
the Shingo, a Japanese sect of 
Buddbism, kindle a fire to consume 
all human desires, at the same time 
offering prayers .o Acalanatha. In 
one matter the rite may be sald to 
defeat its own ends, for it attracts a 
erowd of farmers full of desire.to ob- 
tain embers or ashes from .the fire 
which is supposed to have consumed 
all desires. The tradition is that the 
possession of an ember or ashes from 
the sacred fire ensures a farmer good 
crops. 





The Army Eagles of Napoleon. 

Before Napoleon’sa time it had been 
the custom for armies to carry huge 
unwieldy flaps mounted on poles 
which, while they afforded a rallying. 
point for their corps, also drew the 
enemy's fire... Napoleon revived the 
ancient symbol of the Cwsars. The 
Napoleonic eagle itself was eight in- 
ches in height and nine inches across 
the wings. It stood on a brass block 
three Inches square and weighed 
three and a half. pounds. Modern 
colors, cumbersome as they are, are 
as nothing compared to the old ones, 
which were as dificult to hide as the 
ue drum.

But a Teutonic Na- 
poleon must prove himself in a more 
dificult position and in far different 
circumstances. The genius of the 
man is now about to be given a fair 
trial. Is he capable of dealing the 
Allies in France a blow with inferior 
resources as telling as that which 
Joffré dealt von Kluck on the Marne? 
The French general that conceived 
the idea of striking one of the claws 
of the great German pincers from 
the outside was a military com- 
mander of the loftiest imagination, 
and the effectivencss with which he 
executed it gave him a place with 
warriors of the first rank. 

In England it is believed that the 
brains behind the German machine is 
not von Hindenburg, but yon Luden- 
dorff, The German quartermaster 
general is credited with being the 
real thinking power. He is certainly 
respected in England for his military 
talents, while no such sentiment of 
fear exists for the popular idol. 

There is'some reason to believe 
that the Berlin Government has put 
won Hindenburg in power in order 
that the responsibility for failure 
when: it comes, as it must'come In- 
evitably, can be saddied upon him. 
The House of Hohensollern, accord- 
ing to this view of the case, is pre- 
pared to sidestep all responsibility 
and make the hero of the Maszurian 
lakes the goat when the crash comes. 
This may be a view that does the 
Prussian rulera an injustice. Time 
will tell. The idew of Germany wis- 
ning a great victory has now oozed 
out of the minds of most Germans 
themselves, but they have more. con- 
fidence in the military than in the 
diplomatic side of the Government, 
and it is good policy for the junkers 
to make von: Hindenburg the buffer 
between themselves and the ‘wrath of 
the people as long as possible.
